Mrs. Willie Kindred 
Is Held For Murder 


Mrs. Willie Kindred is being 
held in the Pike County jail on a 
charge of murder. She is charg- 
ed with slaying G. A. Kindred, 
prominent farmer of the Saco 
community in the extreme north- 
ern portion of the county Satur- 
day night at about eight o'clock. 
She was arrested by Sheriff Pleas 
Nichols and Deputy Fitts and 
lodged in jail about two o’clock 
Sunday morning. 

There are many rumors as to the 
cause of the killing, but this paper 
is unahle to determine which, if 
any, of the rumors are true. 

A representative of this paper 
sought an interview with Mrs.

Mrs. Kindred, age about 80, is 
the wife of Willie Kindred, at 
whose home the tragedy occurred. 
It is said that Willie Kindred is 
a nephew of the deceased and was 
reared from a small child by him, 
Mrs. Kindred is the mother of 
fo yr children, their ages being 
nine, six, four and two years. 

Tt is said that a full charge of 
a shotgun entered the face and 
chest of Mr. Kindred, who was 
about 55 years of age, causing in- 
stant death. Coroner Leroy Rhodes 
investigated the shooting shortly 
after it was reported to him.—

Asal 
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20,000 Farm Boys To 
Do 4-H Work In 1931 


Enrollment of Alabama farm 
boys in 4-H clubs this year is ex- 
pected by Thomas A. Sims, state 
club leader at Auburn, to be ap- 
prox mately 20,000. In 1980 the 
total was 18,059 and 1981 enroll- 
ment reports received by Mr. Sims 
from county agents show an in- 
crease over 1930. 

More boys will do cotton work 
than in any project, Sims said. 
Corn will be next, and hogs third. 
Pig clubs are exceptionally strong 
this year and an increase in other 
livestock clubs is expected. Dairy 
cattle and beef cattle clubs are 
popular, This reflects more inter- 
est among Alabama farmers in the 
production of livestock. 

To enroll the boys and 
them in organizing clubs, county 
agents are visiting schools. ‘They 
have been doing this since Janu- 
ary and will continue thru March. 

Most of the clubs for 1931 are 
a continuation of old clubs. New 
officers are being elected and oth- 
er work done in preparation for 
1931 work. 

In the spring county club ral- 
lies will be held, to which all club 
members in each county will be 
invited. 

In a study of the work of 1930, 
Mr. Sims found that boys who fol- 
lowed instructions made money. 
They also learned many valuable 
lessons about successful farming. 
In addition they served as demon- 
strators, for their work was visit- 
ed and studied by neighbors and 
friends.

Beat Hard Times) 
M’CULLOUGH, Ala., eb. 16. 
—A method he has used as a far- 
mer to avoid the disastrous effects 
of “hard times” is offered as a 
suggestion to other farmers by T. 
KX. Kyser of this community. 

The nucleus of his plan is em- 
bodied in the “live-at-home” idea, 
“Fewer farmers would be erying} 
‘hard times’ if they raised more 
foodstuff at home,” said Mr. 
Kyser. 

“Some of the acres they plant 
in cotton should be planted in po- 
tatoes, sugar cane, and other crops 
that grow well on our farms, Chie- 
kens, hogs, and cows offer fine} 
means of getting a little cash be- 
tween crops. 

“During the 39 years I have liv- 
ed in these parts, I have always 
made a good living on my 200-acre 
farm. A nice pecan grove makes 


me enough money on which to 
live comfortably. 


“Last year I raised 53 bales of 
cotton on my place, but it did not 
make expenses, and had it not | 
been for the foodstuff and my pe- 
can crop, my condition would prob- 
ably have been the same as that 
of a lot of other farmers.” 


Heflin Is Planning To Estab- 
lish Newspaper In Alabama 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Sena- 
tor Heflin is considering publica- 
tion of a newspaper to be known 
as “The Heflin Herald’ after he 
retires from the Senate in March, 

The Alabama Senator said to- 
day his friends have been urging 
him to establish the paper, which 
would be published in Alabama. 

“The purpose of the paper 
would be to reach the people with 
my views on clean elections,” Hef- 
lin said, “The subsidized press 
has got our State.” 

Heflin said he is considering the 
slogan “Down with ballot box bur- 
elary and up with clean and fair 
elections” for the proposed paper. 

The paper, he said, would carry 
political articles and attack cor- 
ruption, particularly in elections. 

He said the purpose of the pa- 
per would not be to carry on an 
independent Democratic Party in 
Alabama.
